HE Cardinal Primate has call’d a gene- 

ral Dier, by Univerfalia or circular Let- 

cers which he has caus’d to be publifh’d : 

In them he takes upon him his ufual T1- 

tles of Michael Stephen Radziejowski, 
Cardinal Prieft of the Holy Roman Church by the 
Tirle of Sta, Maria della Pace, Archbifhop of Gnefna, 
Primare and Legare born of the Kingdom of Poland 
ani of the great Dutchy of Lithuania, and firft 
Prince. They contais in Subftance, That he call’d 
to mind, with Grief, the Irruption made to Warfaw 
in the Month of Auguft lat by King Auguftus, with 
Troops of profligare Fellows that kept no Dilcipline ; 
who difpers'd the Affembly that was met thete, pil- 
lag’d without Diftinction Palaces and Churches, 
fiez'd Goods that were left in Truft, and fore’d him 
to rerire to the Sea with the Marfhal of the Confede- 
racy ; thar however, the Lofs cf his Effects and the 
A tempts againft his Reputation and Life, which he 
bad always employ’d for the Good of his Country, 
did net aff & him fo fenfibly, as his finding himfelf 
under a Neceflity to abandon the Care and Govern- 
ment of the Republick, at a Time when they who 
' compofe the Body Politick were oblig’d to retire to the 
Borders of the Kingdom ,or into Forreign Countries, 
and when others having ufurpd the Authority, re- 
mov'd the Affemblies from one Town to another, and 
fiill’d the Stare with Confufion, Diforder, and For- 
reign Forces ; infomuch that among fo many Troops 
the Polifh Nation could hardly be diftinguith’d, eve- 
ry one taking upon him{elf to Command and Pillage, 
Without any regard to the Immunity of the Eftates 
of the Nobility and Clergy. But, that after fo ma- 
ny Calamities, Afairs, by God’s Grace, feem’d to 
incline to a happy Change ; that feveral Palatinars 
firmly adher’d to the Confederacy of Warfaw ; that 
others were derermin’d ro enter into it ;. that the No- 
bility were difpos’d to reeftablih Union and Con- 
cord, by the Example of fome confiderable Families, 
who having withdrawn all Confidence in King Au- 
guftus, and defpairing of his Return, were ready to 
facrifice their Eftates and Lives for the publick Ser- 
vice ; that the Elector of Brandenbourg having loft 
all Hapes of reconciling the King of Sweden and 
King Auguftus, after having long us’d his beft En- 
deavours, had declar'd for the King of Sweden, and 
by Confequence for King Staniflaus ; and that the 
King of Sweden had given a freth Affurance, that 
he was not come into Poland, with any other Defign 
than to reeftablifh the Rights and Liberties of the 
Republick, wicthont demanding any thing for him- 
felf, as he had frequently declar’d, except neceflary 
Subfiftance for his Troops, and a fpeedy Conclufion 
of the Treaties begun between the 2 Kingdoms. 
That for thefe Reafons, and not to be wanting to his 
Duty and the Love he bore his Country, nor to 
abandon the Care of the Government, he was oblig’d 
to invite, by Vircue of his Dignity and Primatial 
Authority, the Senators, Generals, and the reft of 
the Nobility his Brethren, to come to a General Di- 
etco be held at Warfaw, the rith of July enfuing, 
to feek a Remedy for fo great Evils ; and that he ex- 
horted them to meet with a Spirit of Union, by De- 


puties with Authentick Powers from the particular 
Diets of the Palatinats, by him appointed to be held 
the 26th of June. Thefe Letters were dated from 
Danrzick the 31 ft of May 1705.

Hildefheim, July 4.° The following Letrer was 
written by the King of Pruffia co the Cardinal Pri- 
mate of Poland. 


Coufin, 
] Have juft receiv’d the circular Letters you have 

publith’d in Poland to call together the Nobility ; 
and I affure you, I am very much furpriz’d at what 
is faid in them concerning me, namely thar I have 
made a new Treaty with the King of Sweden, in 
which Refpect is had to the Affairs of Poland, and 
that by a publick Embaffy, and by feveral orher De- 
monftrations I have acknowledg’d the Palatin of Pof- 
nania for King: You muft needs be extremely mif- 
inform’d of what has been tranfacted upon this laft 
mention’d fubject ; and feeing it concerns me much 
you fhould be dif-abus'd, I declare to you, that I 
have not yet acknowledg’d in any manner the {aid 
Palatin for King, nor have any of my Minifters been 
order’d to do ir. 

And as for my Alliances with the King of Sweden, 
Ihave made no Treaty with him fince the Year 
1703. ; nor has that the leaft Relation to the prefent 
Circumftances of Affairs in Poland ; there is not the 
leaft Intention made in it of dethroning King Au- 
gufus, nor of feuing up the Palatin of Pofnania. 

I well perceive, that if the World continue in the 
Belief of what is faid concerning thefe Matters in 
the Univerfalia, ic will undoubtedly be of bad con- 
fequence ; and therefore you muft not take it ill that 
I undeceive the People, not only of Poland, bur all 
others. I hope and expect from your wonted Pru- 
dence, that on like Occafions which may happen 
hereafier, you will not affirm any thing concerning 
me, without being well affur'd of the true Circum- 
ftances of the Matter, nor without firft comimunica- 
ting icto me. I pray God, &c.

Warfaw, June 12. The Anfwer of General Schu- 
lemberg to the Manifefto of Monfieur Potoski Pala- 
tin of Kiovia dated the 22d of April laft, [the Sub- 
ftance of which was incerted in a former Courant, } 
has been pablith’d here. "Tis addrefs’d to the Sena- 
tors, Officers, and all the Nobility ; and whereas 
Monfieur Potoski charg’d him with having made 
large Offers to him, to induce him not to oppofe 
King Auguftus’s Defign to make himfelf abfolure ; 
the General juftifies himfelf by faying that thofe who 
know the good Intentions of the King his Mafter 
will not give any Credit to that Calumny, which he 
could confute by folid Arguments were it neceffary ; 
but to prove the Palatin of Kiovia guilty of publith- 
ing an Untruth, he declares he is ready to make 
Oath, that he never deliver’d any Letter to him as 
he pretends, that he never {poke to him, nay that to 
his Knowledge he never faw him.

Warfaw, June 27. Montieur Smiegielski Staroft of 
Gnefna, having fent the Deputies of the Diet of the 
Palatinate of Sendemir (whom, as we formerly re- 
lated, he furpriz’d and took Prifoners ac Opatow, 
juft ‘after they had declar’d for King Staniflaus,) = 
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the Marhhal of che Confederare Army who has his

The 23d be arriv’d here, and 
after he had plac’d good Guards at the Gates, he 
compell’d the Staroft Loski to publ. fh the Univer- 
falia of King Auguftus, fummoning the Ban and 
Arriere-Ban of the whole Kingdom ro mount on 
Horieback. he went -to the Chancery, and 
demanding the Univerfalia of the Cardinal Primare 
fummoning a General Diet to meet here July the 1th 
he tore them in Pieces ; whichdone he pats'd the Vi- 
ftula, and with his Troops is pofted at Praag, where 
tis faid he wil! continue fome time, to hinder the 
opening of the General Gier we mentioned.
